The God Siva, known 
as thoavenger, und theconqueror of demons, 
tho chief ofall the gods in the Chetty cat- 
alogue, has bee out for an airing, rojuicing 
in the victory over the. tyrannical demon 
which hes boon transformed by him, into 
Peacock, and made to servo ay.a chargur 
te convey the august form of his conqueror,

the Chetties, aid pusam significa an ad: 
tronomical group, the appearance of which’ 
determines the day in tho month which 3° 


4 tobe celebrated. On this day, tho great 


God Siva, having overcome the demon and 
transformed hin into a peacock, presented 
himself in the council of the gods, having 
purified himself from contact with the 
teful object which ho had overcome, and 
boastodef his prowess, This day is adopted 
by tho Chotties as ono of their great days, 
and was celebrated with more than usual 
eclat on Sunday. ! 
TRE SILVER Can. 

At cight o'clock on Sunday ey ening, His 
Excellency the Governor and Miss Andor- 
son, together with many othor officials and 
distinguished visitors, accepted the invita- 
tion of tho .Chetties to visit their temple 
in, Pank Rond, which was-in gals-attire for 
the occasion. Thero are several buildingsin 
Connection with the temple, all of modest 
appearance, but. they contain shuny valu- 
ablo treasures, not the lonst of which is the 
hugo silver car, which tours the streets of 
Singapore two-or three times etch year, 
This and the bojewelled images ofthe gods, 
the silver peacock and other valuables, aro 
jealously watched by the guardians of the 
temple, us well as by un additional polic® 
constable, who ix assigned to that portion 
of the town, There are also bullocks kept 
there for the honourable task of drawing 
the gods when they are taken out fortheir 
airing. Theso animals are commonly un- 
derstood to be sacred, but tho Chetties 
dony this, ssying that ouly the cow is held 
sacred by thom. ~ 

‘Tho Chetty is an importunt individual in 
Singapore, usually not half as’ bad as he is 
painted.’ Instances are not uncommon of 
a Chetty going far out of his way to a¢com- 
modate one in whom he has confidence. 
Tf he has the copuitation-of peing hard on 
the average borrower, it is only because his 
oxporience has taught him that in no other 
way can he pursue his avocation with profit, 
which is what most of us aro here for, after 
all. That the Chetty’s life is noball a bed 
of roses is amply proved by the fact that tho 
names of Chettiés tho have done business 
in Bingipore on a Jarge scale sometimes fend 
themselves ou the bankruptey list, a fact 
which is, in numerous cases, due to the 
possession of traits of charactor which the 
average borrower declares do not exist in 
the Chotty at all: 

CALLING PRE-DESTINED, 

The word Chetty, somesimes spolicd with 
an se" "and sometimés with an “i” to suit 
the’ fancy of the writer, means thrift, in its 
derivation, ‘and has uo connection with the 
word. “chitty,” used by our forefathers to 
mean childish. Tho Chettios form , the 
third caste of the nuinerous sub-divisions of 
the Tamil race of Southern India, the 
Briests boing the first, and the warriors the 
second. Not all the Chetties aro money- 
lenders, though we seldom 6ée thom in any 
other capacity here. It is not beneath 
their dignity, in their homeland, to indulge 
in a responsible business enterprise. Like 
the mombers of the other castes, they-have 
their occupation marked out for them 
before they are born, and do not have to 
wotry about deciding what calling they 
shall adopt.

shippers were born. ' The beans are buried 
"around the tomb and the belief is that if 
they do not bud the persona concerned 
will be immune from umatl-pox" for life. 
As it is hardly in the naturo of things for 
a ronstod bean to bud, the result of the 
offering is doubtless very comforting to 
the supplicants. Sumo of ‘the fatter, how- 
over, throw raw beans on the tomb, and 
it is said thatas much as five bushels of 
beans havo to bo cleared away, daily. Tho 
guardiun of the tomb is unable to. explain 
the origin of tho practico but maintains 
that it is very effective: A priest of Suma 
templo, when questioned on the subject, 
suid that thero was a tradition that the 
placo of burial of. the head of the warrior 
would, if worshipped, cure any disease 
affecting the head, Ax Feb, 7 is the 726th 
anniversary festival of Atsumori, it is 
expected that thero will Le a great gather- 
ing at the tunth on that day,
